WHEREAS,  Highlights  of  the  new  library  design  include  a  prominent  reading  area,  an 
expanded  children's  section,  a  designated  teen  area,  a  program  room  with  after-hours  access 
for  community  meetings,  more  functional  staff  spaces,  a  small  garden,  wireless  access  to  the 
internet,  and  room  for  more  books,  CDs,  videos,  DVDs  &  other  materials;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  new  branch  is  designed  by  the  architecture  team  of  Noll  &  Tarn  and 
Stoner  Meek  and  will  be  constructed  by  CLW  Builders,  Inc.;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  planning  for  the  new  branch  has  been  a  team  effort  between  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Library  staff  and  administrators,  Department  of  Public  Works  Division  of 
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Project  Management  and  Bureau  of  Construction  Management,  Library  Commissioners, 
Friends  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library,  and  members  of  the  Portola  community  who  are 
raising  funds  and  helped  design  the  branch  to  suit  their  neighborhood's  needs;  now,

[Accept  and  Expend  Foundation  Grant] 

Resolution  authorizing  the  Department  of  the  Environment  to  accept  and  expend  a 
grant  in  the  amount  of  $15,000  from  the  California  Breathing  for  the  purpose  of 
implementing  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  (BVHP)  Healthy  Homes  Project. 

WHEREAS,  After  a  competitive  process  California  Breathing  selected  the  Department 
of  the  Environment  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (SF  Environment)  to  receive  a 
$15,000  grant  to  implement  a  program  that  will  address  asthma  in  San  Francisco  by  using  the 
public  health  strategies  of  surveillance,  interventions,  and  partnerships;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Health  and  Environmental  Task  Force  has  declared  an 
environmental  health  emergency  in  Bayview  Hunters  Point,  and, 

WHEREAS,  Bayview  Hunters  Point  has  both  a  high  prevalence  of  asthma  relative  to 
the  country  and  higher  hospitalization  rates  for  asthma  relative  to  other  neighborhoods  in  San 
Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  2002,  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  Health  and  Environmental  Resource 
Center  (HERC)  and  the  SF  Department  of  Public  Health  created  a  home  assessment  program 
to  alert  asthmatic  families  in  BVHP  of  possible  triggers  in  the  home;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  analyzing  the  assessments,  it  was  found  that  an  overwhelming  number 
of  homes  had  mold,  mildew,  dust  mites,  cockroaches,  and  mice  droppings  and  that  residents 
would  try  to  address  these  issues  by  using  toxic  cleaning  and  pest  control  products;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  use  of  toxic  cleaning  products  can  further  trigger  asthma  episodes; 

|  and, 
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WHEREAS,  This  project  will  educate  residents  of  Alice  Griffiths  Public  Housing  in 
3ayview  Hunters  Point  about  asthma  triggers  in  the  home:  with  particular  emphasis  on  non- 
oxic  cleaning  products  and  pest  control,  and; 

WHEREAS,  The  BVHP  Healthy  Homes  Project  will  empower  Alice  Griffith  residents  to 
address  asthma  disparities  facing  their  community;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Skills  and  information  learned  through  the  Project  will  be  employed  in  the 
future,  as  community  outreach  workers  trained  through  these  funds  will  be  working  in  the 
community  after  the  grant  project  has  ended:  and. 

WHEREAS,  this  project  is  sustainable  and  provides  a  model  that  can  be  replicated  in 
other  communities:  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  grant  includes  $500  for  indirect  costs,  as  allowed  by  the  funding 
source,  and; 

WHEREAS,  This  grant  does  not  require  an  ASO  amendment;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
RESOLVED,  That  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  is  authorized  to 
accept  and  expend  $1 5,000  from  California  Breathing  to  implement  the  BVHP  Healthy  Homes 
Project.

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997  (AB  699),  the  California 
legislature,  among  other  things,  designated  the  Authority  as  a  redevelopment  agency  with  all 
of  the  rights,  powers,  privileges,  immunities,  authorities,  and  duties  granted  to  a 
redevelopment  agency  pursuant  to  the  California  Community  Redevelopment  Law,  Health 
and  Safety  Code  Section  33000,  et  seq.  (the  "Redevelopment  Law")  upon  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the  designation  of  the  Authority  as  a 
redevelopment  agency  with  powers  over  the  former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  in 
Resolution  43-98  on  February  6,  1998;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  33606  of  the  Redevelopment  Law  provides  for  approval  of  the 
annual  budget  of  redevelopment  agencies  by  the  local  legislative  body  of  the  City  (the  "Board 
of  Supervisors");  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  comply  with  Section  33606,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  must 
approve  the  Authority's  annual  budget;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  Authority  has  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  approval  its

Resolution  endorsing  the  2007  Immigrant  Rights  Summit  to  be  convened  at  the  Bill 
Graham  Civic  Auditorium  and  declaring  September  15,  2007  as  Immigrant  Rights  Day 
in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  In  1989,  San  Francisco  passed  the  "City  of  Refuge"  Ordinance  that 
prohibited  the  use  of  city  funds  to  enforce  federal  immigration  laws  or  to  share  information 
with  federal  immigration  officials;  and, 

WHEREAS,  on  January  17,  2006,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors 
unanimously  passed  a  resolution  reaffirming  the  City's  support  for  the  City  of  Refuge 
Ordinance;  and, 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  2000  US  Census,  immigrants  comprise  36.8%  of  San 
Francisco's  population  with  61.4%  from  Asia,  21.2%  from  Latin  and  Central  America,  13.9%  from 
Europe,  and  Africa,  Oceania  and  Canada  each  at  1%. 

WHEREAS,  the  San  Francisco  Immigrant  Rights  Commission  has  voted  unanimously 
to  convene  an  Immigrant  Rights  Summit  on  September  15,  2007  at  the  Bill  Graham  Civic 
Auditorium  with  the  purpose  of  fostering  a  Bay  Area-wide  dialogue  to  positively  impact  the 
congressional  debate  on  immigration  reform;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Not  since  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964  has  a  bill  such  before  Congress 
have  the  potential  to  engender  sweeping  socioeconomic  repercussions  that  will  be  felt  for 
several  generations  to  come  and  therefore,  it    becomes  even  more  critical  for  policy  makers 
to  heed  the  voices  and  concerns  of  their  constituents;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  theme  of  the  Immigrant  Rights  Summit  will  be  "Unity,  Dignity  and 
Opportunity  for  All  Immigrants";  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  purpose  of  the  2007  Immigrant  Rights  Summit  is  three  fold:  (1)  draft 
general  guiding  principles  for  a  more  just  and  humane  immigration  reform  policy  (2)  develop 
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best  practices  for  US  Sanctuary  Cities  for  fair  treatment  to  all;  and  (3)  develop  analysis  and 
best  practices  of  integrating  immigrants  into  civic  and  cultural  life  of  local  communities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  was  the  first  American  City  to  adopt  a  "Sanctuary  City"' 
ordinance  in  1989  and  since  then,  26  other  cities  have  adopted  similar  ordinances;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  have  since  reaffirmed  San 
Francisco  as  a  "Sanctuary  City"  on  multiple  occasions  through  passage  of  amendments 
beginning  in  1999  in  response  to  increased  raids  by  the  Immigration  and  Customs 
Enforcement  (ICE)  office;  and, 

WHEREAS,  ICE  raids  have  again  proliferated  in  the  Bay  Area  and  Mayor  Gavin 
Newsom  has  expressed  great  concern  about  the  detrimental  impact  on  local  Immigrant 
communities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Despite  the  city's  reaffirmation  of  an  official  policy  of  non-cooperation,  ICE 
officials  continue  to  arrest,  detain  and  deport  members  of  the  immigrant  communities  without 
due  process,  separating  families,  leaving  behind  children  without  parents  and  inflicting 
tremendous  psychological  and  economic  distress  on  local  communities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Immigrants  contribute  significantly  to  the  social,  economic,  and  cultural 
vitality  of  the  City,  but  the  ICE  raids  coupled  with  rising  xenophobia  have  compromised  the 
ability  of  immigrants  to  contribute  meaningfully  and  with  vigor;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  ability  of  society  as  a  whole  to  fully  express  its  potential  is  diminished 
when  a  significant  segment  of  its  population  must  live  in  fear,  frustration  and  without  due 
process;  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  that  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  endorses  the  2007 
Immigrant  Rights  Summit  to  be  convened  at  the  Bill  Graham  Civic  Auditorium  and  declares 
September  15,  2007  as  Immigrant  Rights  Day  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.

WHEREAS,  The  100  Whitney  Young  Circle  property  is  a  community  center  with  leases 
to  Whitney  Young  Child  Development  and  the  Joshua  Marie  Cameron  Academy  in  addition  to 
a  Community  Room  which  serves  a  variety  of  functions;  and,  ,yrMTC  DEPT. 
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WHEREAS,  The  Southeast  Community  Facility  Commission  currently  provides 
community  input  with  regard  to  significant  decisions  relating  to  the  use  of  the  Real  Property 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Human  Services  Agency  ("HSA")  is  actively  involved  in  an  effort  to 
ensure  that  all  families  in  San  Francisco  have  access  to  high  quality,  affordable  child  care  and 
early  education  and  that  all  of  San  Francisco's  youngest  children  get  the  care  and  education 
they  deserve.  HSA,  in  collaboration  with  the  child  care  community  actively  works  to  increase 
the  quality  and  supply  of  affordable  child  care  and  child-related  services  in  San  Francisco; 
and, 

WHEREAS.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  determined  that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of 
the  City  to  continue  to  lease  and  use  the  Real  Property  for  child  care  and  related  community 
purposes,  and  that  the  Real  Property  should  be  transferred  to  the  jurisdiction  of  HSA.  which  is 
the  City  department  that  is  best  able  to  manage  and  oversee  the  Real  Property  for  these 
purposes;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Director  of  DPW.  the  Director  of  HSA  and  the  Director  of  Property  all 
agree  that  HSA  is  in  a  better  position  than  DPW  to  manage  and  oversee  the  use  of  the  Real 
Property  for  child  care  and  related  purposes,  and  that  the  Real  Property  may  be  used  more 
advantageously  by  HSA  than  by  DPW-  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Southeast  Community  Facility  Commission  has  considered  the 
potential  transfer  of  jurisdiction  of  the  Real  Property  to  HSA  and  has  recommended  such  a 
transfer;  and, 

WHEREAS.  The  Director  of  DPW  the  Director  of  HSA,  the  Director  of  Property,  and 
the  Mayor  all  recommend  and  support  the  jurisdictional  transfer  of  the  Real  Property  from 
DPW  to  HSA  at  no  cost;  now  therefore,  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  determines  that  the  Real  Property 
can  be  used  most  advantageously  by  HSA,  that  the  current  uses  provide  a  substantial  public 
benefit  and,  therefore,  transfers  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Real  Property  from  DPW  to  HSA  at  no 
cost;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  HSA  shall  manage  and  oversee  any  and  all  leases  and 
agreements  relating  to  the  use  of  the  Real  Property,  provided  that  HSA  shall  work  with  the 
City's  Real  Estate  Division  in  any  and  all  significant  decisions  relating  to  the  Real  Property, 
including  but  not  limited  to  any  future  leasing  activity;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Southeast  Community  Facility  Commission  shall 
continue  to  have  an  advisory  role  with  respect  to  significant  decisions  relating  to  the  use  of  the

Resolution  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  acting  as  responsible  agency  with  respect  to 
the  Trans  Bay  Cable  Project  Final  Environmental  Impact  Report,  adopting  findings 
pursuant  to  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA)  and  the  State  CEQA 
Guidelines  in  connection  with  the  proposed  Trans  Bay  Cable  Project,  portions  of  which 
would  be  located  within  submerged  lands  and  a  portion  of  23rd  Street  that  are  in  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  under  the  Port  of  San  Francisco's  jurisdiction. 

WHEREAS,  The  Trans  Bay  Cable  Project  ("Project")  is  a  proposed  energy 
transmission  project  that  would  provide  a  dedicated  connection  between  the  East  Bay,  which 
has  excess  electrical  generation  capacity,  and  electrical  transmission  and  distribution  facilities 
serving  San  Francisco  and  Northern  San  Mateo  County;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  intended  to  provide  San  Francisco  with  a  highly  reliable, 
secure  source  of  electricity  to  help  meet  San  Francisco's  electrical  demand  projected  for  2010 
and  beyond;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  consists  of  the  following  primary  components:  (i)  installation 
of  approximately  53  miles  of  400-kV  HVDC  transmission  cable  bundle  (submarine  and  buried 
onshore);  (ii)  construction  of  two  new  converter  stations — one  in  San  Francisco  and  one  in 
Pittsburg;  (iii)  installation  of  approximately  0.7  mile  of  new  underground  single-circuit  230 
kilovolt  (kV)  alternating  current  (AC)  transmission  cable  in  Pittsburg;  and  (iv)  installation  of 
approximately  0.2  mile  of  underground  double-circuit  115-kV  AC  transmission  cable  in  San 
Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  proposed  by  Trans  Bay  Cable  LLC,  an  affiliate  of  Babcock& 
Brown,  in  cooperation  with  the  City  of  Pittsburg  and  Pittsburg  Power  Company,  a  municipal 
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utility.  A  consortium  of  Siemens  Power  Transmission  &  Distribution,  Inc.  and  Prysmian  Avi  e 
Sistemi  Engergia  S.r.L  would  provide  the  converter  station  and  cable  technology;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  portion  of  the  Project  has  the  following  components: 
(i)  construction  of  a  converter  station,  proposed  to  be  located  at  the  "HWC  (Mitigated)  Site," 
located  on  23rd  Street  south  of  the  existing  Mirant  Power  Plant  and  adjacent  to  San  Francisco 
Bay  ("Converter  Station");  (ii)  installation  of  offshore,  shoreline  and  onshore  HVDC  cable 
bundle  from  the  boundary  of  Port  of  San  Francisco  ("Port")  jurisdiction  in  the  Bay  to  the 
Converter  Station;  (iii)  installation  of  AC  cable  running  from  the  Converter  Station  to  the  PG&E 
Potrero  Substation;  and  (iv)  a  construction  laydown  area;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  actions  listed  in  Attachment  A  (the  "Actions"),  which  list  is  on  file  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  070314,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a 
part  of  this  resolution  and  incorporated  by  reference  as  though  set  forth  fully  herein,  are  part 
of  a  series  of  considerations  in  connection  with  approval  of  the  Project  by  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  including  the  Port,  as  more  particularly  defined  in  Attachment  A;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  of  Pittsburg  ("Pittsburg"),  which  is  the  lead  agency  for  the  Project 
under  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  ("CEQA"),  published  the  Draft  Environmental 
Impact  Report  ("Draft  EIR")  in  May  2005.  The  Draft  EIR  concluded  that  while  many  impacts 
associated  with  the  Project  were  potentially  significant,  with  implementation  of  the  proposed 
mitigation  measures  only  one  remained  significant:  the  cultural  resources  impact  resulting 
from  demolition  of  two  potentially  historic  warehouses  on  the  original  HWC  site;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  of  San  Francisco,  including  the  Port,  is  a  responsible  agency 
under  CEQA  and  as  such  is  responsible  for  consulting  with  the  lead  agency  during 
preparation  of  the  EIR  and  considering  environmental  effects  of  the  Project  that  related  to  the 
City's  discretionary  actions.  To  fulfill  the  first  part  of  these  obligations,  City  staff  met  with  the 
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Project  sponsor  and  Pittsburg  staff  and  provided  Draft  EIR  comments  on  July  10,  2006.  The 
City  submitted  more  than  80  comments  that  addressed  many  section  of  the  Draft  EIR;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pittsburg  responded  to  the  City's  comments  in  its  "Response  to 
Comments"  document,  issued  as  a  part  of  the  Project's  Final  EIR  on  October  16,  2006.  The 
Pittsburg  response  addressed  many  of  the  City's  comments,  including  relocating  the 
Converter  Station  to  the  HWC  (Mitigated)  site,  which  eliminated  the  impact  to  historic 
resources.  The  Final  EIR  concluded  that  with  implementation  of  the  proposed  mitigation 
measures  and  other  revisions  to  the  Project,  the  Project  resulted  in  no  potentially  significant 
impacts;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  October  27,  2006,  the  City  submitted  a  second  letter  to  Pittsburg, 
commenting  on  the  Final  EIR.  In  response  to  the  City  by  letter  dated  November  6,  2006, 
Pittsburg  addressed  the  City's  outstanding  comments.  Also  on  November  6,  2006,  Pittsburg 
certified  the  Final  EIR  and  issued  several  Project  approvals  and,  in  doing  so,  made  and 
adopted  CEQA  findings  and  adopted  mitigation  measures  and  a  mitigation  monitoring  and 
reporting  program,  and  filed  a  Notice  of  Determination.  A  copy  of  the  Final  EIR  is  on  file  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  Board  File  No.  070314;  and, 

WHEREAS,  After  certification  of  the  Final  EIR,  Pittsburg  issued  an  Addendum  to  the 
EIR  in  December  2006,  to  describe  proposed  changes  to  the  Project  due  to  the  commercial 
availability  of  new  technology  for  the  converter  facilities  in  both  Pittsburg  and  San  Francisco. 
The  proposed  changes  to  the  Converter  Station  design  would  decrease  its  footprint  and 
height,  among  other  changes,  and  would  lead  to  further  reductions  in  the  Project's  already 
less-than-significant  impacts  to  visual  quality,  noise  and  construction-related  air  quality.  The 
Addendum  concluded  that  the  proposed  changes  did  not  trigger  CEQA's  requirements  for  a 
supplemental  or  subsequent  environmental  impact  report  (CEQA  Guidelines  Section  15162), 
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and  would  further  educe  the  Project's  less  than  significant  impacts.  A  copy  of  the  Addendum 
is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  070314;  and, 

WHEREAS,  in  connection  with  the  Actions  on  the  Project,  the  Port  Commission  on 
March  13,  2007,  acting  as  responsible  agency  under  CEQA,  considered  the  environmental 
effects  of  the  Project,  as  identified  by  the  Final  EIR  and  Addendum,  that  relate  to  the  Port's 
discretionary  Actions.  The  Port  made  and  adopted  CEQA  findings  with  respect  to  the 
approval  of  the  proposed  Project  and  its  Alternatives,  and  adopted  a  mitigation  monitoring  and 
reporting  program,  by  Port  Commission  Resolution  No.  07-22.  The  letter  from  the  Port 
transmitting  the  proposed  Actions,  the  Final  EIR  and  Addendum,  the  CEQA  Findings  adopted 
by  the  Port  Commission  with  respect  to  the  approval  of  the  Project,  including  a  mitigation 
monitoring  and  reporting  program,  and  the  Resolution  approving  the  proposed  Project  are  on 
file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  070314.  These  and  any  and  all  other  documents 
referenced  in  this  Resolution  have  been  made  available  to,  and  have  been  reviewed  by,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  and  may  be  found  in  either  the  files  of  the  City  Planning  Department,  as 
the  custodian  of  records,  at  1600  Mission  Street  in  San  Francisco,  or  in  File  No.  070314  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  1  Dr.  Carlton  B.  Goodlett  Place,  San  Francisco,  and 
are  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  now  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  on  the  basis  of  substantial  evidence 
in  light  of  the  whole  record  that:  (1)  modifications  incorporated  into  the  Project  and  reflected 
in  the  Actions  will  not  require  important  revisions  to  the  Final  EIR  due  to  the  involvement  of 
new  significant  environmental  impacts  or  substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  previously 
identified  significant  effects;  (2)  no  substantial  changes  have  occurred  with  respect  to  the 
circumstances  under  which  the  Project  or  the  Actions  were  undertaken  which  would  require 
major  revisions  to  the  Final  EIR  due  to  the  involvement  of  new  significant  environmental 
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3ffects,  or  a  substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  effects  identified  in  the  Final  EIR;  and  (3)  no 
new  information  of  substantial  importance  to  the  Project  or  the  Actions  has  become  available 
which  would  indicate  (a)  the  Project  or  the  Actions  will  have  significant  effects  not  discussed  in 
the  Final  EIR;  (b)  significant  environmental  impacts  will  be  substantially  more  severe;  (c) 
mitigation  measures  or  alternatives  found  not  feasible  which  would  reduce  one  or  more 
significant  effects  have  become  feasible;  or  (d)  mitigation  measures  or  alternatives  which  are 
considerably  different  from  those  in  the  Final  EIR  would  substantially  reduce  one  or  more 
significant  effects  on  the  environment;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  reviewed  and  considered 
the  Final  EIR  and  the  Addendum.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  reviewed  and  considered 
the  CEQA  Findings  adopted  by  the  Port  Commission  in  support  of  the  approval  of  the 
proposed  Project,  including  the  mitigation  monitoring  and  reporting  program,  and  hereby 
adopts  the  Project  CEQA  Findings  Attachment  A,  including  its  Exhibits  1  (Final  EIR  Mitigation 
Measures)  and  2  (Trans  Bay  Cable  Project  Mitigation  Monitoring  and  Reporting  Program),  on 
file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  070314,  which  is  hereby  declared  to 
be  part  of  this  resolution  and  incorporated  by  reference  as  though  set  forth  fully  herein,  and, 
be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  endorses  the  implementation  of 
the  mitigation  measures  identified  in  the  Project  CEQA  Findings  (Attachment  A)  for 
implementation  by  other  City  Departments  and  recommends  for  adopting  those  mitigation 
measures  that  are  enforceable  by  agencies  other  than  City  agencies,  all  as  set  forth  in  the 
CEQA  Findings,  including  the  mitigation  monitoring  and  reporting  program  contained  in  the 
referenced  CEQA  Findings.

Resolution  approving  (1)  Port  Commission  License  No.  14324,  a  non-exclusive  license 
for  the  use  of  property  consisting  of  approximately  9.4  miles  of  submerged  lands,  a 
small  portion  of  shoreline  along  23rd  Street,  and  a  portion  of  23rd  Street  to  install  a  400 
MW  high  voltage  transmission  line,  with  a  term  of  four  years  and  consideration 
including  license  payments  to  the  Port  in  excess  of  $1.26  million  and  payments  to  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  equaling  $3.5  million,  and  (2)  Port 
Commission  License  No.  14325,  a  non-exclusive  license  for  use  of  the  property  for 
operation  of  the  transmission  line  with  a  term  of  twenty-five  years  with  an  option  to 
renew  for  ten  years  and  consideration  including  license  payments  to  the  Port  in  excess 
of  $1.2  million  dollars  annually,  public  benefit  payments  to  Port  equaling  $5.5  million 
and  payments  to  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  in  excess  of  $20 
million  to  implement,  advance,  promote  or  enhance  policies  and  projects  consistent 
with  City  Energy  Policies,  both  between  Trans  Bay  Cable  LLC  and  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  acting  by  and  through  the  San  Francisco  Port  Commission  and  the 
Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development. 


WHEREAS,  California  Statutes  of  1968,  Chapter  1333  (the  "Burton  Act")  and  the  San 
Francisco  Charter  Section  B3.581  empower  the  San  Francisco  Port  Commission  with  the 
power  and  duty  to  use,  conduct,  operate,  maintain,  manage,  regulate  and  control  the  lands 
within  Port  Commission  jurisdiction;  and 

WHEREAS,  Trans  Bay  Cable  LLC  ("Licensee")  proposes  to  install,  operate  and 
maintain  approximately  53  miles  of  high  voltage  direct  current  ("HVDC")  PLUS  transmission 
cable  bundle  of  approximately  ten  (10)  inches  in  diameter  (referred  to  herein  as  the  "cable") 
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running  from  the  City  of  Pittsburg  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  ("City"). 
Approximately  9.4  miles  of  the  cable  are  in  submerged  lands,  a  small  portion  of  shoreline 
along  23rd  Street,  and  on  a  portion  of  23rd  Street  that  are  under  Port  Commission  jurisdiction 
(the  "License  Area").  The  HVDC  PLUS  transmission  cable  would  transmit  power  from  a 
converter  station  in  the  City  of  Pittsburg  (connected  to  the  Pittsburg  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric 
(PG&E)  Substation)  to  a  converter  station  in  the  City  which  will  then  convert  the  DC  power  to 
AC  power  for  delivery  to  the  PG&E  Potrero  Substation  and  distribution  to  City  consumers  (the 
"Trans  Bay  Cable  Project");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Trans  Bay  Cable  Project  (1 )  will  augment  the  electrical  transmission 
system  serving  the  City  to  improve  reliability  and  increase  capacity,  (2)  received  approval  from 
the  Federal  Energy  Regulatory  Commission  of  its  rate  principals  in  July  2005,  and 
(3)  received  approval  from  the  California  Independent  Systems  Operator  ("CAISO")  as  the 
long-term  reliability  and  load  serving  solution  that  will  provide  much  needed  power  to  the  City 
to  meet  its  requirements  for  years  to  come  in  September  2005;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  November  6,  2006,  the  City  of  Pittsburg,  as  lead  agency,  certified  the 
Final  Environmental  Impact  Report  ("FEIR")  for  the  Trans  Bay  Cable  Project  by  Resolution 
No.  06-10661 .  The  FEIR  was  supplemented  by  an  addendum  published  by  the  City  of 
Pittsburg  on  December  26,  2006  ("Addendum");  and 

WHEREAS,  Licensee  has  applied  for  an  Encroachment  Permit  from  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Works  ("DPW  Encroachment  Permit")  to  install 
portions  of  the  Trans  Bay  Cable  Project  within  the  portions  of  the  City-streets;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Port  Commission's  jurisdiction  includes  lands  granted  to  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  ("City")  by  the  Burton  Act,  subject  to  the  trust  grant,  that  underlie  the 
License  Area;  and 
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WHEREAS,  CAISO  approved  the  Project  as  the  preferred  long-term  transmission 
alternative  to  address  the  identified  electric  reliability  concerns  in  San  Francisco  and  northern 
San  Mateo  County  beginning  in  201 2  and  supports  an  earlier  operation  date  of  201 0.  CAISO 
expects  the  Trans  Bay  Cable  Project  to  be  the  major  new  transmission  system  upgrade 
serving  the  City  through  2018  (and  perhaps  longer);  and 

WHEREAS,  Alternatives  to  the  Trans  Bay  Cable  Project  that  would  facilitate  the 
expanded  use  of  renewable  energy,  promote  local  control  of  critical  energy  infrastructure, 
provide  greater  reliability  benefits,  and  provide  economic  benefits  to  the  City  have  been 
identified,  but  CAISO  believes  the  alternatives  will  not  be  developed  in  the  same  time  frame 
as  the  Trans  Bay  Cable  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  One  of  the  alternatives  identified  in  public  hearings  is  a  City-owned 
transmission  project  from  the  Newark  area  to  San  Francisco  ("Newark-San  Francisco 
Project").  A  Newark-San  Francisco  Project  would  connect  the  City's  existing  facilities  in 
Newark  with  San  Francisco,  enabling  the  City  to  transmit  electric  power  from  Hetch  Hetchy 
directly  to  San  Francisco.  A  Newark-San  Francisco  Project  would  also  improve  reliability  for 
the  Bay  Area,  provide  economic  benefits  to  the  City,  and  enhance  the  City's  ability  to  access 
renewable  energy  resources;  and 

WHEREAS,  CAISO  believes  that  the  Trans  Bay  Cable  Project  will  improve  the 
reliability  of  the  City's  electric  system,  but  CAISO  has  acknowledged  that  the  Trans  Bay  Cable 
Project  does  not  improve  the  reliability  of  the  existing  230  kilovolt  (kV)  system  that  serves  the 
City's  downtown  area.  Under  the  criteria  used  by  CAISO  to  establish  the  need  for  the  Trans 
Bay  Cable  Project,  the  230kV  system  serving  the  City's  downtown  area  is  not  capable  of 
reliably  serving  the  City  even  at  current  levels  of  electricity  demand;  and 
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WHEREAS,  CAISO  and  PG&E  have  suggested  that  the  reliability  problem  with  the 
230kV  system  could  be  addressed  by  building  a  transmission  project  that  would  connect  the 
230kV  and  1 1 5kV  systems  in  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  City  participation  in  the  study  and  development  of  a  transmission  project  to 
connect  the  230kV  and  the  115kV  systems  (a  "Potrero-Embarcadero  Project")  would  help 
ensure  that  this  problem  is  addressed  expeditiously  and  that  the  economic  and  reliability 
benefits  of  such  a  project  accrue  to  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Trans  Bay  Cable  Project  sponsors  can  assist  the  City  in  the 
development  of  a  Potrero-Embarcadero  Project  by,  among  other  things,  providing  space  at 
the  San  Francisco  converter  station  for  transformer  or  other  facilities  at  no  cost  to  the  City  if 
such  space  is  available;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  mitigate  the  potential  adverse  impact  of  the  Trans  Bay  Cable 
Project  on  the  use  and  development  of  renewable  energy,  the  Trans  Bay  Cable  Project 
sponsors  have  agreed  to  make  available  to  the  City  for  purchase  up  to  25  megawatts  of  wind 
energy  at  terms  advantageous  to  the  City,  as  reasonably  determined  by  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Utilities  Commission  ("SFPUC")  in  negotiation  with  the  Trans  Bay  Cable  Project 
sponsors;  and 

WHEREAS,  In-City  energy-efficiency,  load  management  and  distributed  renewable 
energy  generation  projects  are  the  most  effective  methods  of  extending  the  ability  of  the 
electrical  transmission  grid  serving  the  City  (as  augmented  by  the  Trans  Bay  Cable  Project) 
and  are  recognized  as  the  preferred  policies  of  the  City  pursuant  to  the  San  Francisco  Master 
Plan  -  Energy  Element  (1981),  the  San  Francisco  Electricity  Resource  Plan  (2002),  and  the 
San  Francisco  Climate  Action  Plan  (2004)  (collectively,  "City  Energy  Policies");  and 
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WHEREAS,  It  is  established  City  policy  to  impose  development  exactions  and 
negotiated  public  benefits  associated  with  major  development  projects  to  further  City  policies; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Each  of  the  development  exactions  and  public  benefits  imposed  in  the 
Construction  License  and  Operational  License  is  necessary  in  order  to  further  accomplish  the 
City  Energy  Policies;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Port  Commission  staff  in  close  consultation  with  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Economic  and  Workforce  Development  has  negotiated  two  non-exclusive  licenses  with 
Licensee  for  use  of  the  License  Area  during  (1)  Licensee's  construction  of  the  Trans  Bay 
Cable  Project  (the  "Construction  License"),  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.     ,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as 
if  set  forth  fully  herein,  and  (2)  the  operational  period  of  the  Trans  Bay  Cable  Project 
immediately  following  completion  of  the  construction  of  the  Trans  Bay  Cable  Project  (the 
"Operational  License";  together  with  the  Construction  License,  the  "Licenses"),  a  copy  of 
which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.     ,  which  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  Due  to  the  broader  energy  and  electric  reliability  implications  of  the  Trans 
Bay  Cable  Project,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development  (MOEWD) 
will  be  a  co-signatory  to  the  Licenses,  acting  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  the  SFPUC;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Construction  License  shall  be  for  a  term  of  four  (4)  years,  subject  to 
terms  and  conditions  described  in  the  Construction  License  and  the  Operational  License  shall 
be  for  a  term  of  twenty-five  (25)  years  with  an  option  to  renew  for  ten  (10)  years,  subject  to 
terms  and  conditions  described  in  the  Operational  License; 
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WHEREAS,  In  addition  to  annual  license  payments  to  the  Port  Commission,  Licensee 
shall  pay  to  Port  Five  Million  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,500,000),  which  payment 
will  be  paid  in  ten  (10)  separate  installments  commencing  thirty  (30)  days  following  the  day 
after  the  Trans  Bay  Cable  Project  commences  commercial  operation  as  designated  by  CAISO 
(the  "Commercial  Operating  Date")  and  on  or  before  each  of  the  next  nine  (9)  consecutive 
anniversary  dates  of  the  Commercial  Operating  Date,  each  equaling  Five  Hundred  Fifty 
Thousand  Dollars  ($550,000.00)  (the  "Public  Trust  Public  Benefit  Payments"); 

WHEREAS,  A  portion  of  the  Public  Trust  Public  Benefit  Payments  (such  portion  to  be 
determined  by  the  Port  Commission  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion)  shall  be  used  by  the 
Port  Commission  to  implement,  advance,  promote  or  enhance  access  along  the  waterfront, 
one  of  the  foundation  points  to  the  Waterfront  Land  Use  Plan  (and  accompanying  Waterfront 
Design  &  Access  Element),  the  Port  Commission's  comprehensive  policy  document  that 
guides  its  balanced  management  and  improvement  of  its  lands.  Specifically,  a  portion  of  the 
Public  Trust  Public  Benefit  Payments  shall  be  used  to  maintain  open  space  for  shoreline 
areas  from  Pier  70  to  the  southern  boundary  of  Port  Commission  jurisdiction  to  (i)  provide 
opportunities  for  the  protection  of  wildlife  and  for  passive  and  active  recreational  uses,  (ii) 
enhance  the  public's  appreciation  of  the  waterfront  by  providing  greater  opportunities  for 
public  access  in  a  manner  which  does  not  compromise  the  efficiency  of  maritime  operations; 
and  (iii)  offset  the  less-than-significant  impact  on  open  space  and  waterfront  access  of  a  new, 
long-term  industrial  use  in  the  vicinity  of  23rd  Street;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  remaining  portion  of  the  Public  Trust  Public  Benefit  Payments  (such 
portion  to  be  determined  by  the  Port  Commission  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion)  shall  be 
used  by  the  Port  Commission  to  implement,  advance,  promote  or  enhance  energy  efficiency 
and  renewable  energy  policies  and  projects  on  Port  Commission  property  consistent  with  City 
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Energy  Policies  and  Mayor  Gavin  Newsom's  Executive  Directive  05-104  on  Energy 
Conservation;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Construction  License,  Licensee  is  required  to 
pay  Three  Million  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($3,500,000.00)  to  the  SFPUC  (the 
"Renewable  Energy,  Transmission  and  Grid  Reliability  Payment"),  to  be  paid  in  thirty-six  (36) 
separate  installments,  each  equaling  Ninety-Seven  Thousand  Two  Hundred  Twenty-Two 
Dollars  and  22/100  ($97,222.22),  commencing  thirty  days  from  the  close  of  construction 
financing  and  monthly  thereafter;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Operational  License,  Licensee  is  required  to 
pay  Two  Million  Dollars  ($2,000,000.00)  annually  subject  to  increases  in  the  Consumer  Price 
Index  (Base  Year:  2010)  (the  "SF  Electric  Reliability  Payment")  to  the  SFPUC,  to  be  paid  in 
ten  (10)  separate  installments,  commencing  thirty  (30)  days  following  the  Commercial 
Operating  Date  and  on  or  before  each  of  the  next  nine  (9)  consecutive  anniversary  dates  of 
the  Commercial  Operating  Date;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Renewable  Energy,  Transmission  and  Grid  Reliability  Payment  and 
the  SF  Electricity  Reliability  Payment  shall  be  used  by  the  SFPUC  to  implement,  advance,

contractor  (the  "GFP  Contractor")  to  perform  environmental  remediation  services,  (b)  assist 
the  Authority  in  evaluating  bids  and  negotiating  a  remediation  contract  with  the  GFP 
Contractor,  (c)  participate  in  the  negotiations  with  the  Navy  for  an  Environmental  Services 
Cooperative  Agreement  in  connection  with  an  Early  Transfer  of  the  Base,  and  (d)  monitor  the 
Navy's  on-going  environmental  remediation  program;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  June  9,  2004,  the  Authority  extended  the  term  of  the  Geomatrix

WHEREAS,  Bayview  Hunters  Point  has  both  a  high  prevalence  of  asthma  relative  to 
the  country  and  higher  hospitalization  rates  for  asthma  relative  to  other  neighborhoods  in  San

$28,000,000,  provide  for  a  final  maturity  date  on  the  Bonds  later  than  thirty-five  years  (35 
years)  from  issuance,  or  provide  the  Bonds  to  bear  interest  at  a  rate  in  excess  of  twelve 
percent  (1 2%)  per  annum.  The  approval  of  any  modification,  addition  or  change  to  any  of  the 
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aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced  conclusively  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of 
the  document  in  question. 

Section  7.     Low  Income  Housing  Findings.  This  Board  hereby  finds  and  determines 
that  this  Resolution  constitutes  final  approval  of  a  proposal  that  may  result  in  housing 
assistance  benefiting  persons  of  low  income  within  the  meaning  of  Section  36005  of  the 
California  Health  and  Safety  Code  (the  "Health  and  Safety  Code").  This  Board  further  finds 
and  determines  that  the  City's  support  of  the  Project  does  not  constitute  an  activity  to 
"develop,  construct,  or  acquire"  a  low  rent  housing  project,  in  that  the  City's  activities  are 
limited  to  those  described  in  Section  37001.5(e)  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code,  including  the 
provision  of  assistance  to  the  Project  and  monitoring  compliance  with  the  conditions  of  such 
assistance. 

Section  8.     Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officers  and  agents  of  the 
City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Bonds  are  hereby  approved,  confirmed  and 
ratified.

WHEREAS,  The  Peninsula  Corridor  Joint  Powers  Board  (the  "Joint  Powers  Board"),  is

Resolution  authorizing  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  (DPH)  to 
retroactively  accept  and  expend  a  grant  in  the  amount  of  $97,660  from  the  Social 
Security  Administration  (SSA)  to  provide  SSI  application  assistance  to  the  chronically 
homeless  and  mentally  ill  in  San  Francisco  and  to  enter  into  an  agreement  for  the  use 
of  these  funds;  for  the  period  of  May  1 ,  2007  to  April  30,  2008,  which  includes  a  sub- 
contract with  the  San  Francisco  Bar  Association's  Homeless  Advocacy  Project  (HAP) 
in  the  amount  of  $59,620  for  the  same  time  period. 

WHEREAS,  DPH  was  awarded  an  extension  to  a  grant  from  SSA  in  the  amount  of 
$97,660  to  provide  SSI  application  assistance  to  the  chronically  homeless  and  mentally  ill  in 
San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Originally  this  grant  was  to  fund  a  three-year  project,  with  FY  2006-07  as 
the  final  year,  however  SSA  extended  the  project  for  an  additional  year;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Funding  supports  inter-agency  linkages  among  DPH,  the  Human  Services 
Agency  (HSA),  and  HAP,  allowing  for  better  outreach  and  service  in  extending  SSI  application 
assistance  to  a  very  hard  to  reach  transient  population;  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  a  condition  of  receiving  the  grant  funds,  SSA  requires  the  City  to 
comply  with  the  terms  of  an  agreement  (the  "Agreement"),  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the

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WHEREAS,  The  Department  proposes  to  maximize  use  of  available  grant  funds  on 
program  expenditures  by  not  including  indirect  costs  in  the  grant  budget;  now,  therefore,  be  it

[Accept  and  Expend  Regional  Grant] 


Resolution  authorizing  the  Department  of  the  Environment  (SF  Environment)  to  accept 
and  expend  grant  funds,  in  the  amount  of  $44,000  from  the  Bay  Area  Air  Quality 
Management  District  (BAAQMD)  to  convert  one  Prius  hybrid  vehicle  into  a  Plug-In 
Hybrid  Electric  Vehicle  for  the  purpose  of  public  outreach  and  demonstration. 


WHEREAS,  BAAQMD  has  agreed  to  partner  with  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  in  a  project  demonstrating  Plug-In  Hybrid  Electric  Vehicle  (PHEV)  technology;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
enacted  the  "Healthy  Air  And  Smog  Prevention"  Ordinance  in  1999  to  reduce  emissions  from 
the  City's  fleet  vehicles  in  an  effort  to  promote  clean  air  and  to  protect  public  health;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
adopted  the  Sustainability  Plan  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  which  states  that 
"[a]chieving  and  maintaining  good  air  quality  is  crucial  to  the  public  health  and  economic 
vitality  of  San  Francisco" ;  and, 

WHEREAS,  PHEVs  differ  from  standard  Hybrid  Emissions  Vehicles  (HEV)  by  having 
larger  battery  capacity  and  the  ability  to  be  charged  from  a  standard  electrical  outlet  so 
PHEVs  can  travel  in  essentially  pollution-free  all-electric  mode  for  significant  distances  (20-60 
miles)  in  addition  to  conventional  range  in  gasoline  mode;  and, 

WHEREAS,  PHEVS  show  reduced  tailpipe  emissions  of  criteria  pollutants,  and 
reduced  tailpipe  emissions  of  greenhouse  gases  compared  to  HEVs;  and, 

WHEREAS,  PHEVs  show  reduced  consumption  of  petroleum  and  reduced  operational 
cost  (fuel);  and, 
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WHEREAS,  PHEVs  show  potential  for  electric  peak-shaving  through  off-peak  charging 

and  grid-to-vehicle  connection;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Currently,  no  auto  companies  produce  PHEVs;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  BAAQMD,  and  other  stakeholders 

will  gain  important  information  about  the  operational  performance  of  PHEVs  as  a  result  of  the 

daily  fleet  use  of  the  vehicles;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  will  be  the  first  city  in  the  Bay  Area  to  demonstrate  PHEVs 

in  a  municipal  fleet  and  SF  Environment  will  make  the  vehicles  available  for  demonstration 

with  other  cities  and  fleets  in  the  region;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  grant  includes  $4,000  for  indirect  costs;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  grant  does  not  require  an  ASO  amendment;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  for  the  City  and 

County  of  San  Francisco  is  authorized  to  accept  and  expend  $44,000  from  the  Bay  Area  Air
